However, upon being ques- 
tioned by Councilman Call, Ru- 
bin admitted that the land would 
belong to the Federal govern- 
ment and would be a national 
park, under Federal jurisdiction.

Council Ordered to ‘Show Cause’ 


Albany City Councilman Rich- 
ard O, Clark has taken his case 
against his fellow Council mem- 
bers to court, and will try to 
force them to approve his 
pointment of Herbert Rubin to 
the Albany Planning and Zoning 
Commission. 

Clark, who claims he was re- 
elected because he promised, dur- 
ing his campaign, to “implement 
his philosophy and policy of bal- 
ancing the city’s ecological inter- 
ests,” has obtained a writ from 
Alameda County Superior Court 
Judge, Robert L, Bostick, com- 
manding the Councilmen to com- 
ply with the Charter and the City 
Code, or show cause why they are 
not doing so. 

Although there was no vacancy 
on the Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission, Clark attempted to gain 
the Council’s approval of Rubin’s 
appointment, on April 17, just a 
week after he had been re-elected 
and Rubin had been defeated in 
his attmpt to gain a seat on the 
City Council, 

Rubin, who is, presently a mem- 
ber of the Albany Civil Service 
Commission, has long objected to 
Albany’s landfill operation, and 
as a member of the Bay Conser- 
vation and Development Commit- 
tee, has his name on a suit 
against the City. He also ap- 
peared in Sacramento at the re- 
cent Albany Tidelands hearing, 
in opposition to Albany retaining 
the tidelands for the proposed 
Albany Isle development. 

Councilman Clark has also 
spoken out against the deévelop- 
ment, although in his campaign 
brochure he noted that the Al- 
bany Waterfront Development 
was high on his agenda. 

Rubin is a guiding light for the 
newly-formed Friends of Albany 
Hill, a group of residents who 
would like to see the Hill retained 
in its natural state as a park 
(possibly developed into an East 
Bay Regional Park), and who are

apartment complex on the Hill.
